With 1,500 federáis estimated to 
have been slain in the terrific fighting ¡ 
at Gomez Palacio, which ended in the 
rout of General Velasco’s forces, Villa 
mercilessly pursued the beaten forces 
and then, wMth Torreon surrounded. 
Villa and General Benevides, with his 
famous Zaragosa brigade, led an on­ 
slaught from the east and northeast. 
The fierce hand-to-hand fighting in the 
streets, the flaming of buildings put 
to the torch and the devastation gen­ 
erally that fell on Gome^ Palacio also 
were visited on Torreon. 
In the fierce fighting of the last 48 
hours 
hundreds 
of 
federal 
troops 
broke from their ranks and deserted 
to Villa’s army . 
They were held in 
the trenches under the onrush of the 
constitutionalists only by the actions 
of their officers, who shot into the 
backs of men who tried to fiee. 
The 
loss of life on the federal side is be­ 
lieved to have been the heaviest of 
the present revolution, for Velasco’s 
army 
fought in massed formations 
against a terrible artillery bombard- 
; « ont 
Burn to Stifle Cholera. 
Corpses of cholera victims were 
Jitrewn in all the federal trenches. 
Fearful of an outbreak of the deadly 
disease in their own ranks, the con­ 
queror Issued orders for the burning of 
all barracks and hundreds of other 
buildings that might be suspected of 
having harbored the cholera stricken, 
*o that Torreon is in conflagration. 
Whetted by the crushing blow’ ad­ 
ministered to Velasco’s army at Gomez 
Palacio, nothing could stay the ad­ 
va nce of Villa's men. 
The way led 
for four miles through apparently im­ 
passable territory . 
The gun carriages 
went into the mud to 
their hubs; 
barbed wMre barricades were every 
few hundred feet of the way , quag­ 
mires and canals had to be crossed 
And all the time a pounding 
fire was 
In their faces from the batteries on 
the Nazas river. 
Benevides was chosen to lead the 
main attack on Torreon because, a na­ 
tive of Zaragosa, his troops were re­ 
cruited in the vicinity of Torreon and 
he and they knew the character oí the 
country. 
Once he gained the opposite 
shore of Nazas river, Benevides led 
his men in person, while Villa cheered 
him from the opposite hank and y elled 
gleefully: 
"I'll have breakfast with y ou in 
Torreon Wednesday morning.’’ 
Benevides added terror by setting 
Hr© to all buildings along his approach 
to the plaza and isuing orders to his 
men to shoot down all found with 
arms. Velasco’s men heard the shout­ 
ed orders and began flinging away 
their weapons and scurry ing up the 
streets. 
The fejierals utterly a ba n­ 
doned their wounded in the fields of 
Gomek Palacio and Torreon.

Senator 


Hughes of New Jersey, the object of which is to restrict the marketing 
of 


convict made goods, says the Bloomington Pantagraph. 
This is a revival 


of the old delusion that while convicts are rightly sentenced to hard labor 


it is dangerous to some interests to permit them to work. 


Acting on the theory that prison labor should not be allowed to com­ 


pete with free labor many laws have been enacted and many schemes pro­ 


posed, but those who take that view argue in a circle and get back at last 


to the point from which they started. 
They find that if the convicts 
are 


employed at all they must produce something useful and that product must 


be put on the market somewhere and sold. 
Every penal institution owes 


that much to the state to which it is burden enough at best— it should help 


pay its way as far as possible. 


The only way to prevent convict labor from competing with free la­ 


bor would be to stop the convicts from 
working at all, or 
to make them 


work as little as possible. 
That method has been tried 
and the 
results 


have been most demoralizing to the convicts. 
Prison discipline and the 


reformation of the prisoners have failed woefully 
tinder a regime of 
en­ 


forced idleness.

fill cavities had long been known, if 
not generally practiced. 
The assertion that Egyptian mum­ 
mies have been found with gold-filled 
teeth is now generally thought to be 
an error arising out of the fact that 
the Egyptians often gilded the teeth 
of mummies for ornament. The ques­ 
tion conies up in connection with the 
explorations of Professor Saville cf 
Columbia, in Ecuador. He found many 
pre-Aztec skulls perhaps 1,000 years 
old, of a type superior to the Aztecs, 
and what was especially remarkable 
was that their teeth showed both gold 
and cement filling. 
The gold-filled teeth struck him as 
the most unusual feature of his finds. 1 
In Mexico, he had dug up skulls with 
teeth filled or ornamented with stone, 
but he had never before seen gold fill­ 
ings in a prehistoric skull. 
The gold 
was on the edges of the teeth, and 
had been applied from the inside. It 
showed little on the outside, so the 
purpose appeared to be less for orna­ 
mentation than for utility. 
Some of the teeth were filled with j 
cement. 
In all cases, whether the fill­ 
ings were gold or cement, the borings 
Indicated that a tool had been used 
that did the work possibly as well as 
the Instruments of the modern dentist. 
Some of the teeth that apparently had 
been loosened were held together by 
gold bands.

Professor Saville 
said that the residents, or natives, of 
that part of Ecuador where he found 
the Bkulls and the pottery, just north 
of the Equator, apparently were the 
only primitive people who understood 
the art of using jewels and platinum 
in decorative art.
